RINDGE WINS ITS ANNUAL 
FOOTBALL CLASSIC-6 TO 0 





Rindge was the Better Team from the Start of the Carnes 
Tony Arena Made the Game's Lone Score 
Early in the Second Period 





Before a crowd of 3000 royal rooters Rindge Technical School 
defeated her ancient rival, Cambridge Latin School, by the seore 
of 6 to 0 at Russell Field on Columbus Day morning, thus settlint 


the championship of the city. 


In the opening period, Rindge started from the 27 yard line, 
and with a series of end runs by Jim Kennealy and Le Grand, 
interspersed by a few line bucks by Tony Arena, brought the ball 
to a spot inside the ten yard line. Soon after Tony Arena, the 
muscle man in the Rindge backfield, went over for a touchdown 
early in the second period. This was an important score for the 
game ended with only six points scored, Rindge’s lone touchdown. 

Toward the end of the second period Latin threatened to even 
up the score. The Latin boys worked the ball down to the Rindge 
15 yard line by means of short forward passes. As they approach- 
ed the goal line, the Rindge players stiffened their defense, and 
stopped the advancing rivals just as the whistle blew ending the 


first half. 


In the second half it was apparent that Latin was a tired 
team. They did not have the peppy run of the Rindge boys as they 
trotted back to play after a 15 minute rest. Rindge lost no time in 
getting back into stride, and the beginning of the third period 
found them battering the Latin line and skirting the ends in good 
old fashioned rugged football. Not once did they take to the air. 
They were going to make certain of another touchdown and they 
did put the ball over the goal line by an off tackle play made by 


'Jim Kenneally, only to have the ball knocked out of his arms as 
he was tackled. There was a scramble for the ball. 


Cardillo, who 


replaced Scalise at quarterback for Latin scooped it up, and scam- 
pered off for the opposite goal line. He ducked and twisted his 
way into the open and almost got clear of the whole Rindge team. 
There was one man, however, who was too much for Cardillo. He 
was Clayton Le Grand, the Rindge right half back. This fellow 
knocked Cardillo out of bounds by a neat piece of blocking, thus 


saving the game for Rindge.

In the opening game of the 1944 
season Waltham defeated Rindge on 
two forward passes by’ the score of 
13 to 0 at the Waltham Athletic 


_ Field before a curtain-raiser crowd 
‘of 3000. 


Rindge deserved. a better fate. 


_ Waltham could not: gain very much 


ground through the Rindge line and 
this. was particularly so whenever 
Waltham got within scoring posi- 
tion. The Rindge line was like a 
granite wall. The Waltham backs 
could not move Johnson, McKenney, 
or Conlon, our left tackle, guard 
and center. 

These boys played a smashing 
Conlon, not only played a 
whale of a game at center, but he 
did the punting for the team as 
well. 

When Waltham discovered that 
it was impossible to score through 
the line, their veteran fullback, 
Ernie Zeno, began to throw passes. 
He completed two for touchdowns, 
one of which bounced back and forth 
between the Waltham boys and the 
Rindge boys, and finally settled in 
the arms of*a Waltham player. 

Rindge gained more first downs 
on straight rushing than Waltham, 
Rindge haying eight and Waltham 
six. Dias, Rindge’s left half back, 
was a great ground gainer. He ran 
the ends for several long gains, 

In the third period Rindge made 
a great bid for a score. The team 
roared down to the Waltham five 
yard line, but here “Lady Luck” 
was not kind to Rindge. A fumble 
occured and Waltham’s great Zeno 
recovered. Had Rindge scored at 
this moment, the game would have 
been tied, 6 all. This would have 
changed the complexion of the 


“game and given the Rindge boys 
the necessary incentive to pull out

a victory. 
On the ‘whole the game was 


well played by both sides. Every- | 


thing seemed to run smoothly. 
There were very few penalties. The 
Rindge boys knew their rules and 
regulations and carried them out

The Rindge team got away to a 
bad start at Dickerson. Stadium, 
Newton, Saturday, September 30th, 
and,as a result, the boys were in the

after the opening kick-off, Rindge 
elected to punt out of danger. A 
high pass from the Rindge center 
threw the kicker off balance and 
gave Newton the ball on Rindge’s 
twenty yard line. In two plays New- 
ton took advantage of this, and 
scored and then kicked the point. 

A short while later, after » the 
second kick-off, Rindge fumbled, 
and Newton took advantage of this, 
and scored a _ second touchdown 
on a forward pass. 

With the score 13 to 0 the Orange 
and Black began to alternate two 
squads, The first ran up 20 points 
in the opening period and 13 more 
in the third quarter. The other 
group scored in the second period, 
but scoreless in the final quarter. 

Bobby Scanlon made two touch- 
downs, Franny Bryson, Fred 
Oe Angelis, and Bob Shaw one 
each, 

The Rindge line played a fine 
game. Newton could not gain much 
ground, the center. On end runs 
however, the secondary defense was 
a little slow on coming up to hold 
the fast running Newton backs from 
tearing off long end runs, 

“Tony” Arena played well for 
Rindge. He was a consistant line 
plunger, and he threw some sharp 
passes, but the Rindge receivers 
could not hold them. : 

Conlon, Rindge’s center, did some 
excellent tackling. 

Johnson, Adams, and Breton also 
played well in the line for Rindge.

WITH LEOMINSTER 


Sparked by Joe Depaspuale, 
Leominster High School defeated 
Rindge Tech, 20 to 6 at Doyle Field 
Saturday, October 28, before 2000 
spectators. 


Rindge got away to a very bad ~ 


start. Before the Rindge players 
knew what happened, the score was 
7 to 0. And how! Well, Depasquale, 
Leominster’s ace quarterback, grab- 
ed the opening kick-off and plant- 
ed the ball behind the Rindge goal 
line.

Has the picture of a postman ever 
appeared on our federal stamps? The 
 pheatelist can answer that one for 
_~you. However, there is a seal for you 
this year that will bear the likeness 
of a jolly little postman gone modern. 
This is the Christmas Seal of the 
Cambridge Tuberculosis and Health 
_ Association and it will be released for 
~ public sale November 27 and to the 
4 schools about December 11. 
_ The postman motif was designed 
to honor Einar Holboell a Danish 
mail clerk who originated the idea 
_ of raising money by Seals. 
_ The National Tuberculosis Associ- 
3 ation, of which the Cambridge 
Tuberculosis and Health Association 
is a ‘representative, adopted the Seal 
Sale idea in 1910 and the prevention 
and control of Tuberculosis in this 
country depends largely upon the 
‘ funds raised through this annual 
sale. : ; 
Health is a priceless possession. 
.. Tuberculosis is one of man’s mean- 
est diseases and has to be fought 
constantly. Your Cambridge Tuber- 
culosis and Health «Association is 
carrying on this to protect you and 
- your family. The fight will go on if 
you support it as generously this 
year as you have in the past by 
- buying Christmas Seals. ; 
_ Everyone has the right to know 
how his money is spent when he 
: contributes to an organization. The 
- following is what your money helped 
to accomplish. Your purchase of 
- Christmas Seals has helped detect 
early symptoms of tuberculosis in 
industrial workers. A mobile X-Ray 
unit was purchased which X-Rays 
_ 250-300 industrial workers daily. 
_ Lung shadows show the presence of 
_ the disease and if found early may 
be checked. Perhaps you have seen 
this unit in action parked in front of 
- some local factory. 
Another service with the Camb- 
_ vidge Tuberculosis .and Health 
Association offers is a community 
nutrition service with a nutritionist 
; She plans menus for nursery schools, 
has classes for boys and girls at the 
public library so they will develop bet- 
ter eating habits, holds food clinics in 
industrial plants, provides interesting 
teaching material to schools and gives 
demonstrations before the girl scouts 
and other Cambridge groups. 

The rehabilitation service for re- 
covered tuberculosis patients is made 
possible by your purchase of seals. 

_The association employs a rehabili- 
tation councellor who works with the 
patient while he is recovering his 
health at the hospital and until he is 
' placed at some job. He helps to ar- 
-range prevocational and vocational 
training for those who need it.

I gripped the heavy stick tightly as 
beads of cold sweat sprang out on 
my forehead. Just one mistake and 
I would be stood against the wall in 
the morning.

He dropped 
softly to the ground with a muffled 
groan. I ran for the fence. It loomed 
high through the blinding drifts.

On Tuesday March 29th I was the 
surprised recipient of a carefully pre- 
pared testimonial to remind me that I 
had completed twenty-five years as men- 
tor of The Rindge Register. They had 
planned it as ‘a complete surprise and, 
believe me, it was a delightful experience 
that I will long remember. Mr. Wood 
started the proceedings by paying me a 
glowing tribute, so much so I began to 
wonder if I were really the one he meant. 
He also gave a brief sketch of the Reg- 
ister history. Bill’ Flanagan, one of my 
present co-editors, climaxed’a very nice 
speech by presenting me with a War 
Bond.

number appeared in 1891 with George 
Wells as the editor assisted by another 
student named John W. Wood. It was 
in the form of a four page paper about 
she size of a theatre program and ap- 
peared regularly up to 1904 with the 
famous Rindge alumni as 
its editors. eat 

Tt was then decided to combine it with 
‘“The Cambridge Review’’, which was the 
official school paper of Cambridge Eng- 
lish High, Cambridge Latin, and Rindge 
Manual Training School, as the three 
schools were then named. It remained 
<éThe Cambridge Review’’ until 1916. 
In 1911, after I had graduated, they 
decided to install a printing plant at 
Rindge and a decision was made to pull 
away from ‘‘The Cambridge Review’ i 
and regain the old title of ‘ ‘Rindge 
Register’’ and print it im our own new 
print shop. 

The next five years: 1915 to 1920 were 


~The Register’s rockiest period. It came 


out in all sorts of sizes and styles and, 
more often than not, did not appear at 
all. When the paper was turned over to 
me in 1920, a boy by the name of Louie 
Campfield was struggling to make a go 
of it. He immediately became my first 
student editor. We had only .a few 
linoleum cuts that had appeared many 
times before, no treasury—nothing but 
a desire for a school paper and plenty 
of ambition. We were joined by Tom 
Lowe and Joe Heffernan, who was one 
of the best cartoonists we ever had. Joe 
dug around and found an engraving 
house that would ‘‘trust us’’ for a c¢ar- 
toon or two until we sold some papers 
(sounds like a Horatio Alger story). 
We finally published an issue in maga- 
zine form and got out eight more before 
June. At the end of our first season we 
had a treasury of Thirteen Dollars which 
we have managed to keep and inerease 
until today it is in a very healthy con- 


dition despite numerous generous Ccon-° 


tributions for contests, prizes, donations, 
new type equipment, special numbers and 
‘(what have you.’ 

Along about 1925 or ’26 we changed 
the form from a magazine to a news- 
paper and it has remained so ever since. 
A great deal of the so-called news has 
long since ceased to be of news value by 
the time the paper is published. How- 
ever, the ultimate aim of The Register 
is to publish m the form of a permanent 
record everything of any importance 
which pertains to the Rindge school. It 
is an official chronical which in future 
life you may keep to look back on as a 
narrative of Rindge events. A copy is 
kept in the Rindge office and you would 


be amazed if you knew how many times 


a year these bound copies come out of 
the office safe for refefence and the 
variety of their information some of 
which can be obtained from no other 
source. ; 

As I look back over the list of editors 
T realize that I have been blessed with 
some of the finest boys and staunchest 
alumni who ever boasted the hallowed 
name of ‘‘Rindge Men’’. Since 1920 
the Register and I have had as student 
editors suth boys as:

into service leaving me to carry on alone. 
Mr. Otis Philbrick now of the Massa- 
chusetts Normal Art School and Mr. 
Harry Eaton rendered invaluable art 
assistance, During the last three sea- 
sons I have had Mr. William McLaugh- 
lin, Rindge ’15, as a sports co-ordinator 
with very gratifying results. 

I cannot even begin to express my 
gratitude to Miss Marion H. Pike and 


Miss Mary F. Cassidy for their gracious. 


acceptance of the nuisance the staffs and 
myself must have been down through 
the years and for the wealth of material 
and statistics they have unearthed and 
supplied to us. I hereby serve notice on 
Miss Beatrice Nugent that she can ex- 
pect anything of us in the future. 

The unsung hero of any newspaper, the 
one who takes ‘‘the slings and arrows 


of outrageous fortune’’ is the pressman. | 


He gets the type forms long after any 
human being could expéct him to take 
them and bring the paper out anywhere 
near on time but, through some miracle, 
he manages to do it. In the case of 
The Register, our Mr. John Gately has 
been doing just that for the ‘last two 
hundred and fifty issues thus accounting 
for any graying hairs. 

A comparatively new member of the 
Register indispensables is Mr, Edward 
Cassidy who has been of such great help 
in our problems of distribution, proof 
reading and in countless other ways. 

And last, but fer from least, my 
heartfelt gratitude to Mr. Wood, who 
was an associate editor way back in 1891 
when the first Register saw the light of 
day and who, down through the ages, 
has never once deserted the staff.. He has 
given generously of his wealth of in- 
formation, his contact with and knowl- 
edge of the alumni. It is his encourage- 
ment which has given me the inspiration 
and courage to carry on and try and 
make the Register the paper that he and 
his little group of associates hoped it

On behalf of this year’s staff, allow 
me to express our thanks for your pa- 
tronage. You and you alone have given 
us the biggest year the paper has ever | 
known, about seven thousand copies sold

From Thomas J. Lowe 1920-1921. 
(now in the U. S. Navy.) 

‘<The Rindge Register was but a mem- 
ory in 1920 (having died a natural death 
through ways which I believe were never 
determined) several years previous to 
that time. About 1920 there appeared at 
Rindge Tech a new instructor who pos- 
sessed a pleasing smile, a winning way 


with the boys and a wealth of construc- ! 


tive ideas. He also possessed the ad- 
vantages of having previously attended 
the school as a student.
